There was an incident in the region of 
the pits that severly endangers the pos- 
sibility of any events in this area in the 
future, including the Greenhorn Enduro, 

About a quarter of a mile from the pit 

area are several houses, my father and 
myself have a small ranch in this area, 
During the laying out of the race course, 
my father talked to members of the Rams 
who assured that no one would be riding 
on our land. We have spent a great deal 
of time and money getting this ranch 
shaped up. 
_ About 5:00 p.m, two riders on light- 
weight motorcycles rode onto the ranch, 
defecated, then set fire to a tree for good 
measure. The underbrush is quite thick 
in this area, and I think anyone who lives 
in California is aware of the danger of 
brush fire. 

One of the several dune buggies in the 
area also took several spins on the ranch 
during the day. 

Now we have one very peeved land- 
owner who will oppose any effortto stage 
any more events in this area. 

It was most likely non-racers whoare 
responsible for these incidents, butif we 
are to have more races in or near popu- 
lated areas, something will have to be 
done to prevent incidents of this nature, 
or there won't be any desert events left 
in California. 

As a suggestion to help prevent future 
trouble with residents near our races; I 
noticed a Deputy Sheriff in the area in the 
morning, but not later in the day, Perhaps

FREEWAYS, MOTORCYCLES, AND 
IDLE ROADS 


No one who has ever tried to get 
somewhere in a hurry on pre-freeway 
type highways would deny that the free- 
way system is a great and necessary 
improvement in motor transportation. 
But in the creation of the freeways there 
has often been a tragic and perhaps un- 
necessary. waste.,,the destruction of the 
existing highway. 

Super speed is not always the only 
requisite of travel, Almost forgotten in 
our haste is the pleasure, If this is true 
of automobile travel, it is even more so 
with motorcycle, 

For all its utilitarian aspects the out- 
standing feature of the motorcycle is still 
the pleasure of riding, Ye the motor- 
cycle rider is frequently confronted with 
the choice between freeway travel and 
going nowhere, In severaldirections, for 
example, there is no way out of Los 
Angeles except by freeway. 

It is disconcerting to see the old road, 
sometimes a beautiful four-lane highway 
lie unused for many miles, chopped 
across in places to prevent its use and 
with all access torn up. What a recrea- 
tional possibility waste! 

With the billions spent for super- 
highway construction it would seem that 
the additional funds required to retain

the old as well as the new would be less 
than the overall value from such a 
double road system. 

Where old roads have remained they 
are certainly used by at a much gentler 
pace. 

We are, for good reason, all interested 
in governmental economy. No one wants to 
see tax money wasted. But provision for 
the needs of the citizens is an essential 
business of government; anda clear case 
can be made for a multi-type highway 
system. 

Recreation need not begin only after 
the destination is reached, The trip there 
can be relaxing and invigorating. Yet we 
are often deprived of this part of our 
pleasure time, especially in the case of 
motorcycling where room to ride is so 
often far from our homes, 

For the thousands of riders of smaller 
cycles the problem is even more acute. 
For these enthusiasts the bottleneck of 
freeway-only travel often requires riding 
on heavily travelled city streets or haul- 
ing the cycle to some distant point. 
Even bicycle riders mourn the passing 
of pleasant light-traffic roads, 

Finally, and perhaps most important 
of all, there is the safety factor, Statisti- 
cally the freeway is the safest place to 
ride but these statistics reflect only the 
small percentage of motorcycles that try 
to negotiate freeway traffic. Unquestion- 
ably the combatability of cycle and auto 
diminishes as speed and volume of traf- 
fic increases, And the hazards of city 
streets would be less were these more 
open spaces available for pleasure 
riding. 

We are constantly confronted with the 
expanding need for recreational areas, 
While there is still time let’s rescue 
these roads that have already been built. „,

FIM Rule Changes 


I have received the official minutes of 
the CSI meeting of the FIM, and a de- 
cision was made that starting January 1, 
1970 in world's championship road racing 
the 125cc and 250cc classes will be 
limited to two cylinders, 6 gears, and the 
weight of the 125cc machines will be 75 
kg. and the 250cc machines 100 kg., 
minimum. This will certainly help the 
privateer in competing in international 
road racing. Also, a new world's cham- 
pionship points system will take effect in 
1969 with ten places being listed, starting 
with first place, 15 points, second 12, 
third 10, fourth 8, fifth 6, sixth 5, sev- 
enth 4, eighth 3, ninth 2 and tenth 1. The 
FIM feels in this way a great many more 
riders will have the opportunity to gain 
international points and the possibility of 
monetary help from the manufacturers of 
not only motorcycles but accessory 
equipment, 

Also, next year, in all world's cham- 
pionship moto-cross grands prix the 
events will be: 40 minutes plus two laps 
instead of the 30 minutes plus two laps 
which is used at present. More FIM

Turning Amateur didn’t slow young 
Troy McKee in. the least as he defeated 
Hopetown winner and fellow Hodaka rid- 
er, Danny Hockie in the 100cc amateur 
event, The expert 100cc bash was nothing 
Short of & free-for-all with so much 
talent that Ascot TT recordholder, Dave 
Aldana, had to settle for fifth, 

Steve Nichols did a beautiful job in 
taking one of his first 100cc expert wins 
against the district's best, Fred Ed- 
wards warmed up for his 250cc win by 
running second, and new expert Richard 
Sweeney showed well by taking third 
ahead of low number contender Gary 
Scott. 

There were so many 200cc entries that 
the Sportsmen saw fit to run them se- 
parately, Riding partners Gary Griffin 
and Cljff Brunson rode their Bultacos to 
a 1-2 finish in the Novice event, In the 
Am & Ex races Triumph Cub rider Andy 
Skeel was a real jet, taking the win over 
Sandy Armstrong (Bul) and Danny Hock- 
ie (Ossa), 

250cc Amateur Vince Graves was real- 
ly ‘gettin’ it on’’ until his Bultaco ate 
its clutch, mainshaft and all! Then, K&N 
Yamaha pilot Loyal Penn took the win 
ahead of Sandy Armstrong (Bul) and 
Willie Hockie (Ossa), 

As mentioned before, number one man, 
Freddie Edwards made it three class 
wins for the K&N-Yamaha combination 
by winning the 250cc Expert, Ascoter 
Stan Rogers smoked his way to second on 
a Bultaco while Klyde McGoFast (Bul) 
dragged not only his feet but everything 
else that would reach the ground (e.g.

PEARBLOSSOM, Cal., Nov. 17 — Twenty 
miles northeast of this peaceful desert 
town was the setting for theannual Rams 
Run, The first rain of the season had 
come two days before the event so the 
desert floor was still damp. The perfect 
weather and the completely new territory 
was a combination that brought everyone 
out for a dust-free desert race. 

The San Gabriel Valley M.C, team of 
Mike Patrick, #7, and Phil Bowers, 
#139x, again ran first and second. 
Patrick was the big gun in the open ex- 
pert class, taking first overall on his 
Norton. Yamaha-mounted Bowers was 
the 250cc winner. * 

The starting area was rough, separat- 
ing the experienced riders from the new 
riders, The country was very bushy, so 
you couldn’t get a straight shot at the 
smoke bomb.

When the banner dropped for the trail 
bikes, 219 100cc riders took off, starting 
a real battle for the lead position on the 
main trail, At the smoke bomb, Wes 
Anderson Jr., #4, had the advantage on 
his S.S. Hodaka, followed closely by 
Terry Clark, #395, and Jeff Wright, #76, 
on a Crowell-tuned Hodaka, Jack Morgan 
was running a close fourth. 

The battle continued over the choppy, 
sandy course, where Anderson had the 
misfortune of falling off, giving Clark a 
chance to take the lead, Then Anderson 
got going again and took it right back. 
Morgan made his move, passing Wright 
and Clark. He was finally able to over- 
take Anderson and the lead on the last 
two miles of the course.

WILSEVILLE, Cal., — This was the first 
race I’ve been to that started and ended 
on time. When they said 11 o’clock they 
meant it, and the same with a 2 o’clock 
deadline, 

The idea was to go as many laps you 
could between eleven and two, Of the 265 
riders who started, only 142 finished, so 
it wasn’t a snap, Only three riders made 
six laps, one of them the overall winner 
Marty DeVries on a Husky, They say 
Marty never finishes a race without hav- 
ing to fix his gas tank, and today wasn’t 
any different, 

The first mishap was in the lightweight 
event about 200 yds. from the start, Gene 
of Gene’s Automotive in Rocklin got hit 
in the back by another bike, messing up 
a few discs or vertebrae. He spent 
several days in hospital, 

The Polka Dots laid out the course in 
expectation of rain and since there wasn't 
any, it was exceptionally fast, the way 
European courses are, One hill in parti- 
cular was what the good riders liked, not 
impossible to get up but you had to know 
what you were doing to make it, It was 
like poetry in motion to see some of the 
riders take it, standing on their pegs and 
swaying from side to side. 

Miles Anderson took off like a crazy 
man in the open event but we never saw 
him again, That’s one thing about Hare 
Scrambles, most of the time you miss the 
good action and everyone gets too strung 
out,

One of the funniest things I saw was one 
rider coming up the hill and dropping it, 
He picked up the bike but then threw it 
down again and ran over to a tree where 
he floppped down and put his leg upin the 
air against it yelling: ‘‘Charley Horse!’’ 

About ten minutes later he got up but 
fell down again and crawled back to his 
tree to prop his leg up, I thought everyone 
around there was gonna die laughing, Fi- 
nally he tried getting up again and this 
time got on his bike and rode away, not 
to be seen for the rest of the day. 

Ray Beauchamp, a professional back in 
the 50's, showed up and took eighth in the 
250 event, and he hasn't raced since 1958, 
He battled Ray Huff and Don Stover sev- 
eral laps before taking hind seat to them. 


Huskies and Pentons Win. 


The Dirt Diggers North took home their 
share of the brass — Carl Cranke, Roger 
Smart and Rick Whiteacre finishing in 
that order in the lightweight event, all 
three Diggers. Gene’s Automotive prob- 
ably had the most bikes sponsored, He 
sells Husky, Suzies and Pentons, 

Pentons took one-two in the light- 
weights, Huskys won the rest, exceptfor 
the 250 Bclass, won by a Bul ridden by 
A, Garrahan, 

WMA of England, was there. He said 
it was a rider’s track, not aspectator’s, 
Most European events are routed so that 
spectators can see the whole track with- 
out having to ‘‘traipse all over the coun- 
try,’’ he said.
